The INTRODUCTION. 


a Y ingenious worthy Friend, the Author of, 
A Compariſon of the Spirit of the Whigs and 
- Jacobites, lately publiſhed, being the Subſtance 
of a Diſcourſe, delivered to an Audience of 
Gentlemen in Edinburgb, December 24th, 1745. has gi- 
ven us a rhetorical and polite Deſcription of the Principles 
and Spirit of Mpiggiſin; which diſtinguiſhes the Genius 
and Spirit of all its genuine Votaries, from that of the Ja- 
cobites, their Oppoſers.

But in caſe this can't be done, thro' the Obſtinacy of 
the Prince, Recourſe muſt be had to Reſiſtance by Force 
of Arms; and the Prince and his Aſſociates may, in the 
Event, be called to an Account, and puniſhed as Delin- 
quents, for their Treaſon and Rebellion againſt the 


People.

The Convention of Eſtates. in Scotland, met 22d June, 


1743; and the General Aſſembly of the Kirk the 2d 


guſt. Tis obſervable, it was in June, that an Ordi- 
nance of the Parliament of England, was pubilſhed, for 


calling an Aſſembly of Divines, and others, to be con- 


fulred by both Houſes, for ſettling the Affairs of the 


Church of England, and, that this Aﬀembly, held their 
firſt Seſſion the firſt of July, a few Days after the Meet- 
ing of the Convention of Eftates in Scotland. Now, this 
was a very remarkable Providence, for the King and his 


Malignants were very ſucceſsful, at that Time; and, if 


the Scots Covenanters had not joined with the Engliſ 
Parliament, their Affairs had gone te wrack, and there- 
fore, they applied to the Convention of Scotland for Aſ- 
ſiſtance, and ſent Commiſſioners with full Powers to 
treat, who found the Eſtates of Scotland as well diſpoſed | 


as they could wiſh. | 


The Commiſſioners brought along with them two De- | N 


tlarations, one directed to the Convention, the other to 


the General Aſembly. The ſirſt was, to deſire the ſpeedy | 
Aſſiſtance of the States, and to inform them, that their 
Commiſſioners had Powers and Inſtruction to treat with © 
them; not only concerning the Satisfaction to be made 
for the deſired Aid, but alſo, about ſettling the Accompts 
betwixt the two Kingdoms. In the ſecond, both Houſes : 
great Zeal and Love, manifeſt- | 
ed by the General Aſſembly of the Church of Scotland, 
for the Preſervation of the true Proteflant Religion, and 
for the neceſſary Reformation of Church Government 
in England, and the more near Union of both Churches.

With theſe Declarations, the Commiſſioners found no 
Manner of Difficulty in their Negotiaton. On the con- 
trary, the General Aſſembly addreſſed to the Eſtates a 
long Declaration containing the Reaſons which ought to 
induce them to aſſiſt the Parliament of England againſt the 
King. One Reaſon among many others is this: The 
Controverſy now in England, being betwixt the Lord 
Jeſus and Anti-Chriſt with his followers, if we would not 
come under the Curſe of Meroz, we ſhould come out, 
and help the Lord, againſt the Mighty. | 

Another Reaſon : The common r imminent to 
both Kirks and Kingdoms, do invite us to help them; 
for we and they fail in one Bottom, dwell in one Houſe, 
are Members of one Body, that according to their own

Auguſt the 28th, ten Days after the Departure of the 
Scots Commiſſioners, the Parliament of England, conſen- 
ted to the Covenant.

giſm ſpread univerſally, and triumphed over the Malig- 
nants every where, and ſo the Work of the LORD went 
on, and proſpered in the Hands of the bleſſed Covenan-

That 
an Army be forthwith levied in Scotland, conſiſting of 
Eighteen thouſand Foot effective, and Two thouſand Horſe 
and One thoutand Dragoons effective, with a ſuitable 
Train of Artillery, to be ready at ſome general Rendezvous 
near the Borders of England, to march into England with 
all convenient Speed, the ſaid Foot and Horſe to be well 
and compleatly armed, and provided with Victuals and 
Pay for forty Days, &c. 

This Army entred England the 15th Fanuary, 1643-4, 
in this Month alſo, (viz. the 4th) the Bill of Attain- 


= der againſt Biſhop Laud was paſſed, who had been kept 
in Priſon ſince the End of the Year 1640, and the ſame 


Day alfo an Ordinance paſſed, that the Book of Common 
Prayer ſhould be laid aſide, and the Directory eſtabliſhed, 
which had been framed by the Aſſembly of Divines. Here- 
by the Church of England was rendred by publick Au- 
thority, compleatly Presbyterian, to the great Satisfaction 


of all the Godly in both Kingdoms. On the 10th of this 
Month alſo, The Arch-Prelate Biſhop Laud, that grand 
© Incendiary and Leader of the Malignants, had his Head 
= ſtruck off. 


Thus the Arch-Traitor Laud, and the Prelatick Kirk 


of England, had a compleat Overthrow all at once, and 


the Godly went on triumphantly with the Divine Flame 


$ glowing in their Breaſts, to eſtabliſh the pure Religion 
throughout the Land, proſecuting the bleſſed Ends of the 


holy League and Covenant. 
As for the gallant Scots covenanted Army, that entred 
England under General Leſlie, their brotherly Aſſiſtance 


came very ſeaſonably, as appears from the Hiſtory of thoſe 


Times; for about the End of July and Beginning of Au- 
guſt, that is, at the Time the Convention of Eſtates and 
General Aſſembly met in Scotland, the Parliament's Af- 


fairs were in a very ill Situation, and therefore, they ap- 
plied to the Convention and General Aſſembly of Scotland, 


for their brotherly Aſſiſtance, which was chearfully gran- 


ted as We have ſeen.

This gallant Army joining with the Parliament's, met 
with the King's Forces, commanded by Prince Rupert, 


and routed them at Marſtonmoor, July 2d 1644, after 
which followed, the Surrendry of Yor# to the Parliament, 


and the Town of Newcaſtle, being beſieged by General | 
Leſlie, ſurrendered at Diſcretion to the Scots Army, a- 


bout the End of October. 
The bleſſed Union both in Kirk and State, betwixt the 


Godly of the two Kingdoms, was ſo firmly eſtabliſned 
upon the Foundation of the holy League and Covenant, that 


it could not be ſhaken ; for, after this Time, the King 


and his malignant Army had never any Succeſs to brag : 
of; and no Wonder, ſince he had ſuch a bad Cauſe to 


manage. 


Indeed the Principles on which the Parties at War a&- | 
ed, are ſo contradictory, and ſo directly oppoſite to one 
another, that it was utterly impoſſible to compound the 
Difference, and confequently no End could any Way be 


put to the War, tilt one Party ſubdued the other. |

the Treaty of Uxbridge : Theſe Propoſitions were pre- 
pared by a Committee of both Kingdoms, and approved 
by both Houſes of Parliament; and Commiſſioners were 
appointed to manage the Treaty, the Reverend and Godly 
Minifter Mr. Alexander Henderſon being one of the Num- 
ber of Managers for Scotland. 

The Conferences began the 3oth January 164-5, and 
the Propoſitions were reduced to Three Heads, Religion, 
the Militia, and Ireland. I ſhall only ſet down what 
relates to Religion, being the Five firſt Propoſitions. 

1. That all Oaths, Declarations and Proclamations, a- 
gainſt both or either of the Houſes of the Parliament of 
England, and the late Convention of Eſtates in Scotland, 
be declared null, and ſuppreſſed. 

2. That his Majeſty may be pleaſed to ſwear and ſign 


| the late Solemn League and Covenant, and that an Act of 
Parliament be paſſed, for enjoining the taking thereof by 
all the Subjects of the three Kingdoms. 


3- That the Bill be paſſed for the utter aboliſhing and 


taking away of all Archbiſpops, Biſhops, &c. and the reſt 

of the Hierarchy, out of the Churches of England and 
ireland, and Dominion of Wales; with ſuch Alterations 
concerning the Eſtates of Prelates, as ſhall agree with 
the Articles of the late Treaty, of the Date at Edin- 
3 burgh, the 29th of November 1643, and joint Declaration 
of both Kingdoms. 


4. That the Ordinance concerning the calling and fit- 


ting of the Aſſembly of Divines, be confirmed by Act of 
3 Parliament. | 


5. That Reformation of Religion, according to the 


Covenant, be ſettled by Act of Parliament, in ſuch Man- 
nner, as both Houſes 

had with the Aſſembly of Divines ; and foraſmuch as both 
Kingdoms are mutually obliged by the ſaid Covenant, to

went on, and proceeded to the King's Coronation, which 
was performed at $coon, in the uſual Manner, the firſt of 


January 1651. 


Whilſt theſe Things were doing here, the Parliament 
of England had taken the Alarm, and prepared for War. 
Cromwel entred Scotland with an Army the 22d of uh 
1650, and the Scots were alſo ready to oppoſe him with 
an Army under General Leſy; and, on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, they joined Battle at Dunbar, where the Scots : 
were routed. Cromwel purſued his Victory, and took 
Poſſeſſion of Edinburgh and Leith, and the War was con- 


tinued. For the King levied another Army, and encamp- 
= 
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ed about Stirling, entrenching himſelf ſo ſtrongly, that 
Cromwel would not venture to attack him in his Camp; 
but endeavoured to ſtraiten him, by ſending a ſtrong Pars 
ty over to Fife, whence the King's Army had their Pro- 
viſions; and meeting there with a Detachment of the 
King's Army from Stirling, a Battle enſued, and Crom- 


wel gain'd the Victory; from thence he went, and ſat 
down before Perth, which ſoon yielded to him. 

When Cromwel had made himſelf Maſter of Perth, he 
threatned Stirling next; mean Time, the King thought 
fit to decamp the 31ſt of July, and march directly for Eng- 
land, where he arrived the 6th of Auguſt, and was pro- 


Cromuel was greatly ſurpriſed at the King's ſudden 
March, which he had not expected, and his greateſt Care 
was to prevent the Miſchiefs that might follow, and re- 
ſolved ſpeedily to march after him. The King went on 
till he came to Worcęſter, where he halted to refreſh his 
Men, few had joined him in England, which was what 
he did not expect ; for he thought his Friends would have 
been ready to riſe on his coming into England. He ar- 
rived at Worceſter the 22d of Auguſt, and Cromwel was 
up with him the firſt of September, and on the 3d the 
King was entirely defeated, great Numbers kill'd, a vaſt 
Number of Priſoners taken, and the reſt ſcattered and put 
to flight, the King narrowly eſcaping, fled to France. 
This was a fingular Providence in Behalf of the People 
of GOD; for had the King ſucceeded in his Attempt 
upon England, and got Poſſeſſion of the Kingdom, he 


would have taken a ſevere Revenge for his Father's Death. 


The whole Covenanters of both Kingdoms would have 
been judged by him all equally guilty, and in his Way of 
thinking, juſtly to have deſerved the Puniſhment due to 
the worſt of Murderers; and what a dreadful Perſecution 
would that have raiſed in the Land?

S IX, 
F TER our waiting upon the LORD, and not knowing what 
Courſe to take (for indeed, we kno nothing but what 
G OD pleaſeth to teach us) of his great Mercy, we were direc- 
ted to ſend a Party to get us a Landing by our Boats, whilſt we 
marched towards G/a/pow. On Tueſday Morning laſt, Colonel 
Overten with about 1400 Foot, and ſome Horſe and Dragoons 
landed at the North-Ferry in Fife: We with the Army lying 
near to the Enemy (a ſmall River parted ys and them) and we 
haying Conſultations to attempt the Enemy within his Fortifica- 
tions, but the LORD was not pleaſed to give Way to that Coun- 


- fel, purpoſing a better Way for us. 


The Major General marched on Thurſday Night with two Re- 
giments of Horſc, and two Regiments of Foot, for better ſecur- 
ing the Place, and to attempt upon the Enemy as Opportunity 
ſhould ſerve : He getting over, and finding a conſiderable Body 
of the Enemy there, (who would probably have beaten our Men 
from the Place, if he had not come, drew out and Fought them) 
he being two Regiments of Horſe, and about 400 Horſe and 
Dragoons more, and three Regiments of Foot, and about ſour 
or five Regiments of Horſe : They came to a cloſe Charge, and, 
in the End, totally roated the Enemy, having taken about for- 
ty or fifty Colours, killed near 2000, ſome ſay more, have taken 
Sir 7:hn Brown (their Major General, who commanded in Chict) 
and other Colonels, and conſiderable Officers, killed and taken, 
and about 5 or 600 Priſoners. The Enemy removed from their 
Ground with their whole Army, but whether, we certainly know 
Not. ; 

This is an unſpeakable Mercy, I truſt the LORD will follow 
it, until he hath perſected Peace and Truth: We can truly 
fay, we were gone as far as we could in our Counſels and Acti- 
ons ; and we did fay one to another, we know not what to do. 
Wherefore it is ſealed upon our Hearts, that this, as all the 
reſt is from the LOR D's Goodneſs, and not from Man. I hope
